COAL HAS NEVER PAID ITS SHARE OF GOVERNMENT 


(Paducah Sun-Democrat) 

Coal has been Kentucky's leading industry 
and income producer for generations, but has 
never paid its fair share of taxes. As a result, 
most of the state's coal counties are impov¬ 
erished, and their public school and welfare 
systems are supported in large part by Ken¬ 
tuckians living outside the coal districts. 

Absentee ownership of the coal lands and 
the mining companies is largely responsible 
for the free-ioading record of Kentucky's coal 
industry. These people, having no interest in 
Kentucky other than how much profit they 
can take nut of it. have found it cheaper to 
contribute generously to the campaign funds 
of candidates running for governor and the 
legislature, than to pay proper taxes. 

For the first time, there seems to be a 


chance that this will change. Former Gov. 
Bert Combs, now a candidate again for the 
Democratic gubernatorial nomination, said in 
a recent speech that the next legislature 
should enact a severance tax on coal. Such a 
levy should be earmarked, in substantial part, 
for return to the coal-producing counties to 
be used for reclamation purposes, he said. 

A severance tax used primarily to finance 
restoration of the fields and hillsides ravaged 
by the strip miners would not directly meet 
the needs of public education for more money. 
But it would help indirectly, by restoring to 
productivity the lands that have been despoil¬ 
ed, and ending the spoilage of public water 
supplies by leaking mine acids. These would 
represent important net economic gains for 
the state in the long run. 


LIVING COSTS JUMP—Living 
costs rose six-tenths of one per¬ 
cent during October, the big¬ 
gest single month’s increase in 
six months, and brought the 
Cost of Living Index to 137.4. 
the Government announced Nov. 
24 This means that it takes 
$137.40 to purchase what $100 
bought in the base period, 
1957-59. The record spurt gave 
rise to speculation that the 
government may get tough on 
inflationary wage hikes and the 
like.

SHUMAN RESIGNS AS FARM BUREAU 
PRESIDENT AFTER LONG FIGHT 


“Law 7 enforcement and 
duties of the Conservation Of¬ 
ficer” was the subject of the 
School conservation piogram 
this month. The program is 
attended by the 5th and 6th 
grades in Morgan County. 
Approximately 470 children 
are enrolled in the county and 
participate in the program each 
month. 

The program consists of 
lessons concerning wildlife 
and conservation, and this 
month’s lesson dealt with the 
very important law enforce¬ 
ment duties of the conserva¬ 
tion officer. 

Included in thi s month’s 
lesson, taught by Conservation 
Officer David Adams, was the 
following list of bask, laws 
which the Conservation Officer 
is charged with enforcing— 

1. All persons who hunt or 
fish in Kentucky must have 
a license, except; a person 
under 16 years of age may fis’i 
without a license, a resident 
owner or lessee of farmlands 
(living on the land) and their 
wife and children shall have 
the right to hunt or fish on 
these lands without a license. 
But all persons who operate 
a trap line to take animals 
must have a Trapping License. 
Persons over 65 years of age, 
who in a residents of Ken¬ 
tucky may hunt or fish with¬ 
out a license but must carry 
on hi's person proof of his age. 

2. A hunter or fisherman 
must carry his license with 
him, when he is hunting or 
fishing. The montey from these 
licenses go to the Department 
of Fish and Wildlife, and it 
is on this money that the 
Department Operates. It does 
not receive an appropriation 
from the state funds. 

3. A person must obtain 
permission from the land own¬ 
er before entering upon his 
land to hunt or fish. It is un¬ 
lawful to set fires, damage 
fences, shoot livestock and. 
poultry or engage ir theft 
while hunting and fishing. 

4. All wild animals, with 
the exception of the gray Sox 
and the groundhog are pro¬ 
tected by game laws. All wild 
birds, with the exception of 
the crow, starling, and Eng¬ 
lish Sparrow, are protected. 
All birds with the exception 


unprotected, may be taken 
only with bow and arrow, or 
gun. The gun must be plugged 
so as not to hold more than 
3 shells in the magazine and 
Chamber combined, whether 
hunting for birds or animals. 

6. It is against the law to use 
fire, any explosive, smoke o»- 
gas, or any other method to 
molest or destroy the den of 
a wild animal. No person must 
set fire to a field to drive 
out game. 

7. All persons operating 
commercial seins snag line, 
or hoop nets must have a 
Commerdtl L’-cense. Any per¬ 
son who sells live bait must 
have a Live Bait Dealers 
License. 

8. No person shall take fish 
by using an electrical device 
to shock them. It is also ille¬ 
gal to dynamite fish. This act 
carries a heavy penalty. 
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liis philosophy of farm programs apparently 
having been accepted by the Administration. 
American Farm Bureau President Chas. B. 
Shuman resigned this week, with the state¬ 
ment.

Shuman noted that “the direction of gov¬ 
ernment farm policy has turned away from 
controls and price manipulation — and the 
major battles are over.” 


Shuman had headed the Farm Bureau for 
16 years, during which time he had brought 
the 2 million member organization to a nation¬ 
wide fight against most crop control and price 
support programs by government. 

The new farm bill signed into law last week 
is not yet fully understood, nor has it been 
fully explained by the Department of Agri¬ 
culture. But it evidently must suit Mr. Shu¬ 
man, from the tone of his statement.

— Former 
Democratic Gov. Bert Combs 
indicated this week that he will 
not quarrel with a number of 
state programs under current 
Republican Gov. Louie B. Nunn, 
but instead will view them as 
continuations of things he 
(Combs) started back in his 
1959-63 term. 

in the after-lunch talk to the 
Frankfort Optomist Club, Combs 
a candidate for a second term 
ir. next May’s Democratic pri¬ 
mary, cited Kentucky’s moder¬ 
ate gain in population from 
1960 to 1970 as “proof that the 
programs of the '60s have been 
fairly successful.” 

As examples. Combs men¬ 
tioned construction of develop¬ 
mental highways, state parks, 
small airports, and small lakes 
and increased appropriations for 
education. 

“I think that the (census) fig¬ 
ures prove . . . the programs 
launched in the early ’60s and 
continued through the last two 
administrations were a wise in¬ 
vestment in Kentucky',” Combs 
said. 

During a question-and-answer 
session. Combs said again that 
he favors a severance tax “based 
on the market value of coal” 
with “a substantial part" of the 
revenue earmarked for the 
counties where the coal is pro¬ 
duced.

ODDS AND ENDS 

By Earl Kinner. Jr. 


Sonic thoughts on the drug 
abuse problem—a problem that 
may strike closer home than 
many of us realize. Once con¬ 
sidered to be centered mainly 
in larger cities, use of habit, 
forming drugs — particularly 
among the teenagers and young 
adults—is becoming a problem 
in rural communities. Ai>i 
mounting evidence indicates 
that our area is no exception. 
For instance— 

Persons who are in a position 
to know about such things tell 
us that something highly unus¬ 
ual and very ominous has oc 
curred in neighboring Magoffin 
County, long a center of illegal 
bootlegging activities Over the 
past fev rrontiis. we are told, 
it has become almost impossible 
for a person to purchase a can 
of bootleg beer in some sections 
of that county, where since time 
out of mind bootlegging has 
been the mainstay of the econ 
omy. This unusual occurance is 
ominous because it apparently 
results not from a sudden crack¬ 
down on bootleggers, but fiom 
a reason far more sinster: some 
bootleggers, we are told, have 
discovered ’’there’s more profit 
to be made from peddling pills” 
(amphetamines and other types 
of dangerous drugs). 

Here, we are told, is the 
scenario, or at least part of it: 
While local officials seldom 
crack down too hard on boot¬ 
leggers in their own counties, 
“haulers,” (those persons who 
transport liquor from “wet” 
areas into “dry” areas for re¬ 
sale by bootleggers) are fair 
game for every law enforce 
ment officer along the hauler’s 
route. Thus, a bootlegger’s over¬ 
head is apt to be extremely 
high (depending, of course, on 
the zealousness of law officers 
along the highway leading to 
the bootlegger’s door). Too, 
finding a place to store large 
caches of liquor, safe from the 
eyes of raiding Alcoholic Bever¬ 
age Commission officers and 
oilier officials, is a troublesome 
and sometimes costly under¬ 
taking. 

Not surprisingly, bootleggers 
have discovered that large quan¬ 
tities of pep pills, marijuana, 
and other dangerous drugs 
weigh very little, take up very 
little room, and can be trans¬ 
ported with little likiihood of 
detection. Quantities of drugs 
can be hidden easier and more 
safely around the premises than 
can bulky supplies of liquor. 
Also, once a buyer becomes 
“hooked” on a habit-forming 
drug, he becomes a permanent 
customer. 

But just as in the risky, but 
highly profitable bootlegging 
racket, dope sellers must have 
buyers in order to turn a profit 
and justify the risks involved. 
Tiiat bootleggers in Magoffin 
County — of which there arc 
more than a few — may have 
found it more profitable to 


Too many of us tend to ignore 
the bootleggers in our midst. 
“After all,” we reason, “people 
are going to drink anyway, and 
as long as it isn’t done openly 
. . . well . . . etc.” Heaven 
protect our children if we adopt 
the same attitude toward those 
vicious individuals who would 
“hook,” drain, and maim them 
with narcotics.

The Census Bureau said this 
week it had “found" nearly 
60,000 more Kentuckians than 
shown in its preliminary count 
—and this insures that the 
state will still have seven Con¬ 
gressmen. 

A re-check of the 1970 cen¬ 
sus has been completed, and 
the Bureau said this week the 
state's population is 3,246,481, 
or 81,169 more than the pre¬ 
liminary count this summer 

Major reason for the higher 
figure is the final count includ¬ 
es Kentuckians who are service¬ 
men stationed abroad as well 
as federal employees working 
overseas who list Kentucky as 
their home. 

While these overseas resident,’ 


will be officially recorded lo 
the state, they will not be re¬ 
flected in the final population 
figures for cities and counties. 

Kentucky's 1960 census was 
3,038,156, so the state has grown 
by 208,325 persons in the de¬ 
cade. 

Three bordering states show¬ 
ed losses during the decade-- 
Ohio, West Virginia and Ten¬ 
nessee, and each will lose one 
congressman. 

Now that the population count 
is official, the Kentucky legis¬ 
lature will soon be called into 
special session to redraw its 
legislative districts to reflect 
population changes.

, ering a three-page “final order

I ant “test case" in the Kentucky 
I Court of Appeals. 

What began as a $3 million 
, damage suit against Terry-Elk- 
I horn Coal Co., and others, evolv¬ 
ed into one of the most compli¬ 
cated legal battles in Common 
. wealth history after three state 
' f agencies “got into the act.” 

James Brady Rose and ‘‘all 
j ethers similarly situated” filed 
the original action six months 
ago, and the legal file has 
j grown monthly until today the 
stack of briefs, ntotions and 
counter-motions measures over 
two feet high. 

The big questions began ap 
pearing when the State High 
way Department issued permits 
raising the load limit on the 
highway from 30,000 pounds to 
73,000 pounds. 

I Attorney General John Breck¬ 
inridge’s office then questioned 
the validity of these permits 
and asked to be made a party- 
plaintiff to the case. 

The State Highway Depart¬ 
ment then came into the case 
“in reference to certain rights 
or alleged abuse of such rights 
of the said Department in is¬ 
suing the overload permits." 

Motion was also made to 
bring in the Department of 
Motor Transportation which has 
the responsibility of enforcing 
load limits .but this motion w r as 
withdrawn after the two other 
state agencies became involved. 

In his order issued this week 
Judge Sparks allowed the High 
way Department to be made a 
party-defendant, but overruled 
the Attorney General’s motion 
to become a party-plaintiff, stat¬ 
ing “to which ruling of the court 
exceptions are taken." 

Judge Sparks also ruled the 
“over load" permits legal, but 
placed strong demands upon the 
company with regard to its haul¬ 
ing operations.

The judge also ordered that 
the trucks be loaded so there 
will be no spillage of content* 
along the highway, "and all 
necessary steps sail be taken lo 
prevent such spillage by the i 
coal truck operators at all times i 
And that due regard, as requir j 
ed by the law, be given at all I 
times by these operators of the | 
said trucks to other motor ve¬ 
hicles and pedestrians along and 
upon the said highway, to pre¬ 
vent injury thereto or endang 
erment thereof.” 

Ruling on the validity of the 
overload permit, Judge Sparks 
said that the new load limit was 
not to be exceeded and that per¬ 
mits must be issued to all per¬ 
sons operating the coal truck 
loads to this capacity. 

The order says that any vio¬ 
lation of orders regarding road 
icpair, spillage or overweight 
hauling will be grounds of cessa¬ 
tion of such hauling “until the 
said highway has been complet¬ 
ed in as good shape as it was 
prior to the deterioration there¬ 
of. " 

It has been presupposed Mint 
any ruling of the court would 
end up in an appeal by the “ad¬ 
versely affected party" and 
therefore. Judge Sparks has al¬ 
ready included in his order per 
mission for an appeal to the 
Court of Appeals. 

The $3 million in damage was 
discounted as an issue in the 
case following the first hearing 
Judge Sparks had ruled immed¬ 
iately that the styling of the 
case made it impossible for a 
judgement to be returned since 
there would be no basis for 
division of any damage that 
might result. He directed the 
plaintiffs to file individual 
damage suits for each person 
claiming damages. 

In other counties. State High¬ 
way Department and Division of 
Motor Transportation have filed 
suit against coal operators for 
road destruction and sought and 
secured specific amounts to be 
used to repair the roads and 
futher monies placed in escrow 
for maintenance.

Buys Lawrence Coal 
As An Investment 


Phil Preece, former Lawrence i 
County sheriff and well known 
timberman and trader, rc 
cently sold his block of coal, I 
timber and oil property in sou-, 
them Lawrence County, about | 
7,000 acres, to a Houston, Texas i 
businessman, Corbin J. Robert 
son, for 8900,000. 

That is an average ot $ 128.00 
an acre. 

Mr. Preeco, now 92, has been 
acquiring the land in pieces 
since 1917. The valuable tract 
is located on the Point Section ; 
between Levisa and Tug forks 
of Big Sandy, and some of it 
extends over into Martin and 
Johnson Counties. 

The 55-pagc deed, filed Mon¬ 
day, shows the 7,000-aere block 
is composed of 19 tracts, nearly 
all of it in southwest Lawrence 
County in the Peachorchard and 
Richardson sections. Mr. Preece 
received $300,000 in cash and 
is to get two annual install¬ 
ments of like amounts. Mean¬ 
while, if any timber is cut or 
coal mined within the two-year 
period. Mr. Preece is to get $10 
per thousand boa ad feet for the 
timber and 40 cents a ton for 
coal, the amounts to apply on 
the unpaid balance. 

Principal tract in the big 
boundary is the 2,408-acrc hold¬ 
ings of the old Peachorchard 


Coal Co., and the 3,000-acie 
tract once owned by Evans Oil 
and Gas Co. Other tracts are as 
small as a house seat. 

Chesapeake & Ohio Railway 
borders one side of the prop¬ 
erty, along the Levisa Park. 

The Peachorchard tract was 
partially mined out by the old 
Peachorchard Coal Co., which 
commenced production in 1850 
with Wm. B. Mellon as develop 
er. The coal was hauled out by 
the old Chatterawah Railway- 
down Big Sandy, which later 
was purchased by Chesapeake 
& Ohio. 

Mr. Robertson, an official of 
Houston based Quantana O i 1 
Co., said the purchase was made 
on an individual basis, not by 
the company, as an investment. 

The tract has four coal seams, 
one of them reputedly 13 feet 
thick. But the coal is not of the 
type to be gassified and a long- 
range program of that nature 
not proposed, Robertson said. 
The coal however is a utility 
coal very much in demand right 
now by coal-burning electric 
plants. 

”\Ve will hold the property, 
look, study the idea of leasing 
—anyway we are not firm on 
it vet," Robertson said. Also a 
final decision has not been 
made on what will he done with 
the fine timber on the tract, he 
said.

Winter woods look brown, 
barren and dead and the stark¬ 
ly bare trees lift naked fingers 
to the sullen clouds. The earth 
is strewn with the old carcasses 
of fallen leaves and one might 
not think anything green or 
beautiful could be found in such 
bleak scenes. Yet there are 
many things in the leafless 
woods of winter that keep the 
spirit of Christmas fresh and 
green; green is the color of new 
life and beauty; it is the ap¬ 
propriate color for Christmas; 
when we celebrate the birth of 
Christ. “In the beauty of the 
lilies Christ was born across the 
sea.” 

Go for a leisurely walk in 
winter woods and you will soon 
find the spirit of Christmas 
waiting there to greet you. In 
cool, decidious woods with rich 
soil, you will soon find large, 
green patches of the Christmas 
fern; this is one of our hardier 
ferns and neither cold nor hard 
freeze can destroy its fresh 
green look. It often covers the 
earth and lends a touch of spring 
to the brown-leaf winter woods. 
This fern is often used at Christ¬ 
mas for decoration of the living 
room; it is fine to put in pots 
and set in windows at Christ¬ 
mas. It gives a touch of fresh 
green beauty. 

There is anotner evergreen 
plant that adds a touch of spring 
to barren winter woods; it is 
also much used for decoration 
at Christmastime. This plant is 
one of the hardy family of Club 
Mosses and it is called Running 
Ground Pine. You may have to 
look a little harder than for the 
Christmas fern; it usually grows 
on dry hillsides, often in old, 
abandoned clearings, or around 
the borders of fields; it puts 
out runners and spreads fast, 
sometimes covering an aero of 
ground. Each small plant is like 
a seedling pine, with its num¬ 
erous branches, which gro" a- 
bout ten inches high. The long 
vines of running ground pine 
make excellent trimming for 
the Christmas tree; they impart 
the fresh, green look of spring’s 
rebirth to any Christmas scene. 
This species of club moss, which 
botanists call LYCOPODIUM 
COMPLANATUM, is common in 
the Tri-State Region; it is a 
vigorous evergreen and a large 
green patch of it is a delight to 
see in the dead of winter. These 
plants belong to the same fam¬ 
ily as the ferns. 

Then if you are lucky on your 
Christmas walk, you may find 
a large, dark green holly laden 
with the red berries; if so, you 
have found a tree all decorated 
up for the Christmas season!
